ANNEXURE 

PROCEDURE FOR IMPORT OF FEATURE 
FILMS IN 35 MM AND OTHER GAUGES AND 
VIDEO RIGHTS OF SUCH FILMS AND ALSO 
ORIGINAL VIDEO FEATURE FILMS. 

General 

1. This procedure is applicable to the import of 
feature films in 35 mm and other gauges and video 
rights of such films and also original video feature 
filths and' their distribution and pficihg and other 
matters ancillary thereto. 

2. For the purpose of this Annexure, unless the 
context oherwlse requires,—- 

(iV “Administrative Officer” includes such other 
officer as m.ay be designated by the Minis¬ 
try of Information and Broadcasting to do 
his functions under this procedure; 

(ii) ‘'Board" means the Central Board of Film 
Certification set up under the Cinemato¬ 
graph Act, 1952 (37 of 195-2); 

(iii) “Film” means a feature filth as defined in 
the Cinematograph (Cert’fication) Rules, 
1983 issued under section 8 of the Cine¬ 
matograph Act, 1952 (37 of 1952> and in¬ 
cludes video rights of such a film-and also 
original video feature film. 

Importing agencies. 

3 A film can be imported bv anv person includ¬ 
ing Non-Resident Indians and Foreign Parties. 
General conditions relating to import of films by all 
agencies. 

4. The film proposed to be imported should 
haw— 

(a) won an award in any International Film 
Festival notified by the Central Govern¬ 
ment in the Ministry of Information and 
Broadcasting; or 
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(b) participated in any of the official sections 
of the notified International Film Festi¬ 
vals; or 

(c) received good reviews in prestigious film 

journals notified by the Central Govern¬ 
ment in the Ministry of Information and 
Broadcasting. 

Scrutiny of papers regarding films proposed to be 
imported 

5. All proposals for import of. films shall be sent 
to the Administrative Officer, Central Board of 
Filth Certification, Bombay, for scrutiny with a view to 
determining whether they are eligible to be imported 
4n terms of para 4 above. The Administrative Offi¬ 
cer (A;0„ in short)' on being' satisfied that the con¬ 
dition set out in para 4 above is fulfilled may issue 
a certificate i.o thk importing agency on the basis of 
which it can import the film : 

Provided that such a certificate shall not be const¬ 
rued as clearance for public exhibition under the 
Cinematograph Act, 1952. 

6. The importing agency shall make available to 
thfc A.O. the proof of award or participation in an 
international film (estival or a photostat copy of 
the review referred to in para 4 above. The agency 
shall also submit documentary proof about the rights 
of the foreign exporter with whom it has made nego¬ 
tiations for purchase of the film 

7. Reply to an application for import shall be 
communicated by the A.O. to the applicant as early 
as possible but in any case not later than 10 days 
from the date of receipt of the application. For the 
purpose of this time-limit, even a letter calling for 
further information shall be treated as a ‘reply’. 

8. No action for communication of refusal of 
certificate shall be taken bv the A.O. except after 
g'viac an opportunity to the applicant for represent- 
i lg his views in the matter. 

Any person aggrieved against any decision of the 
A.O. may, within thirty days of communication of 
such decision, appeal to the Ministry of Information 
and Broadcasting. The Ministry may, after making 
such enquiry into the matter as it considers necessary 
and after giving the appellant and thfc A.O. an oppor¬ 
tunity of being heard in t e matter make such 
order in relation to the film as it thinks fit in Conso¬ 
nance with the import policy and the A.O. shall 
dispose of the matter in conformity with such order. 
The. decision of the Ministry shall be final. 

Certification of imported films 

9. The Board, while examining films for certifi¬ 
cation. shall ensure that the films are not violative 
r>f any of the guidelines issued bv the Government 
from time to time under the Cinematograph Act. 
1952. A cooy of the guidelines issued on 6-12-9! 
is enclosed (Appendix). The attention of the Board 
is specifically invited to clauses (d) afid fe) of para I 
of the guidelines according to which the objectives 
of film certification will also be to ensure that the 
medium of film provides clean and healthv entertain¬ 
ment and ns far as possible, the film is of aesthetic 


value and cinematically of a good standard. The 
Board shall always keep in mind these guidelines 
while examining imported films for certification. 

Additional conditions for import 

10. The import of films will be normally in re¬ 
gard to theatrical and television rights. In case the 
importing agency desires to import video rights in 
addition to theatrical and television righto of the 
film, it can do so on submission of a separate appli¬ 
cation for the purpose. Further, importing video 
rights will also amount to permission for duplication 
in India on cassettes subject to other conditions! 
lawsjregulations for such duplication. 

11. The importing agency can import only one 
print for the purpose of certification. After certi¬ 
fication, it may import such number of prints as 
may be required for use in India. The importing 
agency can also make dupe negative of the certified 
film and make copies in India for use, provided 
that it has got rights to do the same under Jthe 
copyright law or any other law applicable to such 
cases. However, in no case shall dupe negative be 
made before thfc film is certified by the Board. 

12. The importing agency shall pay Rs. 5,000 to 
the A O. as scrutiny fee per film, which is not return¬ 
able. A foreign party will have an option to pay the 
scrutiny fee in foreign exchange. The scrutiny fee will 
be credited to the appropriate receipt head of the 
Ministry’ of Information and Broadcasting, 

13. The date on which a film is actually imported 
shall be communicated to the A.O. 

14. In case a film is finally refused certification 
by the certification authorities it shall be returned to 
the exporting country. Any expenditure; or loss in¬ 
curred in this regard, if any, will be borne by the im¬ 
porting agency. 

15. The repatriation of foreign exchange out of 
the earnings of the film shall be governed by such 
instructions as may be issued by the Department of 
Economic Affairs in the Ministry of Finance in this 
regard, 

Dubbing of imported films in other languages 

16. There is no objection to an imported film in 
a language being dubbed in any other language for 
the purpose of screening in India, if the importing 
agency, has got rights to do the same under the 
copyright law or any other law applicable to such 
cases. However, examination and certification, of 
dubbed films shall be governed by the Cinemato¬ 
graph Act, 1952 and the rule framed thereunder 
:is also such instructions as may be issued by the 
Ministry of Information and Broadcasting and|or 
(be Board, as the ease may be. 

Distribution of imported films ■video films 

17. An importing agency will make its own 
arrangements for distribution of films and video 

fights of films imported by it, 
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Pricing 

18. Wherever a price is required to be paid for a 
film or video rights of a film imported, to a foreign 
party, it shall be directly settled with such foreign 
party by the importer. Foreign exchange required 
for the purpose will be arranged by the importing 
agency. 

Saving clause 

19. Notwithstanding anything contained in this 
document, the importation of films by the Mo’ion 
Pictures Export Association of America 
(M.P.E.A.A), Sovexportfilm and such other organi¬ 
sations under the existing agreements between them 
and the National Filpi Development Corporation Ltd. 
shall be' governed by the provisions of the said 
agreements till the expiry of these agreements. 

Power to relax 

20. Notwithstanding anything contained in this 
document, the Central Government in the Ministry 
of Information and Broadcasting. being satisfied 
that it is necessary 1 or expedient to do so, may waive 
or relax any of the requirements mentioned above for 
reasons to be recorded in writing.

APPENDIX 

MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING 

New Delhi, the 6th December, 1991 

S.O. 836(0.—Iii exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (2) of section 5B of the Cine¬ 
matograph Act, 1952 (37 of 1952) and in super- 
sessioi of the notification of lh 0 Government of India 
in Ministry of Information and Broadcasting No. 
S.O. 9(F). dated the 7th January, 1978, 
except as respects things done or omitted to be done 
before such supersession, the Central Government 
hereby directs that in sanctioning films for public 
exhibition, the Board of Film Certification shall be 
guided by the following principles :— 

1. The objects of film certification will be to 

ensure that— 

(a) the medium of film remains responsible and 
sensitive to the values and standards of 
society; 

fb) artistic expression and creative freedom 
are not unduly curbed; 

(c) certification is responsible to social change; 

(d) the medium of film provides clean and 

healthy entertainment; and 

(el as far as possible, the film is of aesthetic 
value and cineniatically of a good stan¬ 
dard. 

2. In pursuance of the above objectives, the 
Board of Film Certification shall ensure that— 

(i) anti-social activities such as violence are 
not glorified or justified; 


(til the modus operandi of criminals, other 
visuals or words likely to incite the com¬ 
mission of any offence are not depicted; 

(iii) scenes— 

(a) showing involvement of children in vio¬ 
lence as victims or as perpetrators or as 
forced witnesses to violence, or showing 
children as being subjected to any form 
of child abuse; 

(b) showing abuse or ridicule of physically 

and mentally handicapped persons; and 

(c) showing cruelty to, or abuse of, animals, 
are not presented needlessly; 

(iv) pointless or avoidable scenes of violence,^ 

cruelty and horror, scenes of violence pri¬ 
marily intended to privide entertainment 
and such scenes as may have the effect ol 
desensitising or dehumanising people arc 
not shown; 

(v) scenes which have the effect of justifying or 
glorifying drinking are not shown; 

(vi) scenes tending to encourage, justify or gla¬ 

morise drug addiction are not shown; 

(vii) human sensibilities are not offended by 

vulgarity, obscenity or depravity; 

(viii) such dual meaning words as obviously cater 
to baser instincts are not allowed ; 

(xi) scenes degrading or denigrating women in 
any manner arc not presented; 

(x) scenes involving sexual violence against 

women like attempt to rape, rape or any 
form of molestation, or scenes of a similar 
nature arc avoided, and if any such inci¬ 
dent is germane to the theme, they shall 
be reduced to the minimum and no details 
are shown; 

(xi) scenes showing sexual perversions shall be 

avoided and if sueh matters are germane 
to the theme, they shall be reduced to 
the minimum and no details arc showm; 

(xi : ) visuals or words contemptuous of racial, 
religious or other groups are not presented; 

(xiii) visuals or words which promote communal, 
obscurantist, anti-scientific and anti¬ 
national attitudes arc not presented; 

(xiv) the sovereignty and integrity of India is not 
called in question; 

(xv) the security of the State is not jeopardised 
or endangered; 

(xvi) friendly relations with foreign States arc 
not strained; 

(xvii) public order is not endangered; 

txviii) visuals or words involving defamation of an 
individual or a body of individuals, or 
contempt of court are not presented; 
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EXPLANATION : Scones that tend to 
create scorn, disgrace or disregard of 
rules or undermine the dignity of court will 
come under the term “contempt of court”; 
and 

(xix) National symbols and emblems arc not 
shown except in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of the Emblems and Names (Pre¬ 
vention of Improper Use) Act, 1950 (12 
of 1950). 

3. The Board of Film Certification shall also 
ensure that the film— 

(i) is judged in its entirety from the point of 

view of its overall impact; and 

(ii) is examined in the light of the period depic¬ 

ted in the film and the contemporary stan¬ 
dards of the country and the people to 
which the film relates, provided that the 
film does not deprave the morality of the 
audience. 

4. Films that meet the above-mentionel criteria 
but are considered unsuitable for exhibition to non¬ 
adults shall be certified for exhibition to adult audi¬ 
ences only. 

5. (1) While certifying films for unrestricted 
public exhibition, the Board shall ensure that the 
film is suitable for family viewing, that is to say, 
the film should he such that all the members 
of the family including children can view it together. 

(2) If the Board, having regard to the nature, 
content and theme of the film, is of the opinion 
that it is necessary to caution the parents|guardian 
to consider as to whether any child below the age 
of twelve years may be allowed to see such a film, 


shall be certified for unrestricted public exhibition 
with an endorsement to that effect. 

(3) If the Board, having regard to the nature,, 
content and theme of the film, is of the opinion 
that the exhibition of the film should he restricted 
to members of any profession or any class of 
persons, the film shall be certified for public exhibi¬ 
tion restricted to the specialised audiences to be 
specified hv the Board in this behalf. 

6. The Board shall scrutinise the titles of the 
films carefully and ensure that they are not provoco- 
tive, vulgar, offensive or violative of any of thei 
above-mentioned guidelines.
